June Degrees 

In June Commencement,490 
will receive degrees including 
468 seniors and 22 graduate 
students, Dean of Admissions 
Henry C. allslon, has an¬ 
nounced.

Campus Radio Station

The Evaluation Committee 
of the Southern Association of 
Schools and Accredited Col¬ 
leges finishes its periodic re- 
evaluation of the campus to¬ 
day. 

THE 19-member commit¬ 
tee headed by Dr. Homer 
Hitt, Chancellor of Louisana 
State University at New Or¬ 
leans, has been meeting with 
faculty committees and Chan¬ 
cellor Archie Dykes, and get¬ 
ting the general opinions of the 
campus. The final report which 
will first go to the Southern 
Association headquarters in 
Atlanta and then return to 
Dr. Dykes in about 60 days, 
will determine the University’s 
standing and accreditation. 

At the first committee-fac¬ 
ulty meeting Monday after¬ 
noon problems relating to 
the library and the education 
curriculum were discussed. 
Most of those present said 
the library needed more vol¬ 
umes, but the expenses would 
be great. This cost could be 
reduced through the buying of 
microfilm copies, it was sug¬ 
gested. 

ALSO the problem of 
students taking Education curri¬ 
culum to avoid foreign lan¬ 
guage requirements in liberal 
arts was discussed. A more 
unified degree requirement 
so that each department would 
have similar standards was alsc 
generally agreed upon. 

The committee has ten ma¬ 
jor standards it is usingto judge

Walls will be panelled and covered 
in burlap with an acoustical ceiling.

Concern For Calley 
Results In Petition

Some 1600 students and teachers here petitioned President 
Nixon to "remove the shaft from Calley” in a three-day drive 
for names that ended 6 PM Friday. 

DON COOK, leader of the campaign and an ex-Marine, hopes 
to personally present copies to the president, Tennessee’s two 
senators, and to Calley. 

Lt. William Calley was sentenced last week to life impri¬ 
sonment for the My Lai massacre, and by last Wednesday morn¬ 
ing a petition was drafted and a table set up in the University 
Center. The petition requests the President “to grant a full 


pardon to Lt. Calley.” 

"THESE INCIDENTS were 
directly caused by U.S. high 
command and Lt. Calley was a 
pawn in the hands of his super¬ 
iors,” the petition says. "Had 
he not carried out these or¬ 
ders, he would have been tried 
for disobedience. We (those 
who signed the petition)feel that 
it is a moral crime in itself 
that the U.S. troops should be 
trained to follow orders, sent to 
a combat zone to kill and be 


brought back home and tried for 
murder.” 

Cook, who served four years 
in the Marine Corps including 13 
months in Vietnam, plans to 
continue it throughout Weakley 
County. 

"WE’RE TRYING to give an 
alternative that has already 
been brought on a national 
scale,” Cook said. "Calley is a 
scapegoat for what he did on a

THh VIRGINIA Water Control Board recently prohibits the 
dumping of chloride wastes into the North Fork of Jolsten 
River bordering Saltville. t'nfortunately, Olin Chemical 
Works, the town’s main employer for the past 75 years, says 
there Is no technological or economical solution to tills prob- 
len . olin announced a phase-out hy December 1972, but it 
ii iay close befui e that. 

Tins news lias been aiuiust (incomprehensible to most of 
Olin’s workers. Practically the entire town was literally built 
by the company. Olin sponsored the housing, schools, roads, 
library, and many of the medical services. 

WHI N PI ANT supervisoi s advise workers to look for em¬ 
ployment elsewhere, all they do is ask for assurance that the 
factory isn’t going to close. They can’t believe their town’s 
main artery is going to be cut. 

On top of this, Saltville itself has its own pollution problem 
to solve. The town dumps raw sewage into the Jolston. 

OLIN EMPLOYEES don't liegrudge the company or the Vir¬ 
ginia Water Control Board for their plight. They just don’t 
want to leave the simple life of Saltville, and that’s what 
most of them may have to do. 

The town is having no luck attracting new industry. Olin 
itself Is largely responsible for this. They won’t give a defi¬ 
nite termination date so no company wants to come tn. 

ACTUALLY SALTVILLE could probably find new industry 
easily if Olin would help. The workers are experienced, and 
the pride they take in their work is exceptional on assembly 
lines. 

Olin actually owes Saltville the effort of finding the town 
new industry. These people have skill and dedication that 
Olin won’t easily find elsewhere. Even now the factory Is 
doing everything on straight time, with no overtime. 

REGARDLESS of what happens, most of the people intend 
to try to stay in Saltville. The company has offered to place 
many employees in their other plants, but only 60 workers have 
shown Interest. Only four have accepted jobs elsewhere. 

One worker who has worked for the company for 20 years 
probably expressed the sentiments of the entire factory when 
he asked to be part of the crew when they pull the plant down.

LEWIS' BOOK sings with 
life, carny lore, and sheer 
good fun.

In all, it’s a terrific jour¬ 
ney to a world where fortune 
is bought with a dime, manhood 
is granted at the sound of a 
gong, and the mystery of the 
eons sparkles translucently 
clear at the top of a Ferris 
Wheel.

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Books Help Finance Center JSJjJeS P '

Why does the book store charge so much yet pay so little In 
return for our books ? 

THROUGH February the Utility BUI ran $17,500 on the Univer¬ 
sity Center. Slxty-nlne students, six janitors, and two males also 
drew checks. Four women and one man worked full time In the 
book store along with two fulltime post office employees. This, 
even at the minimum wage, ran Into a enormous amount of 
money. 

How Is this paid? We buy books, shoot pool, and eat at the 
center. Totally Independent from government funds, the center 
also received an $8 share of the student fees and a $283 a month 
post office subsidy. — 1 


WHAT IS done with the pro¬ 
fit after the bills are paid? 

"It Is recycled Into the cen¬ 
ter for cookouts, coffee houses 
and a $10,000 annual movie bud¬ 
get” Russell Duncan, manager of 
the Student Center said. 
"We are here to be of service 
to you, not to make money,” he 
stated seriously. * By next year 
we hope to have strlcUy student 
help.” 

BUT IS IT fair to sell a stu¬ 
dent books and buy them back 
for 50% ? 

* We doour best to sell books 
as cheap as possible,” Jerry 
Carpenter, manager of the book 
store said, "but we have to use 
the publisher’s set price plus 
pay the freight here. We make 
just enough to pay our em¬ 
ployees. Many students don’t 
realize that we also help finance 
the post office too.” 

"WE ARE very concerned 
about the students,” Mr. Car¬ 
penter said, "A Book Relations 
Committee has even been start¬ 
ed. It consists of two stu¬ 
dents, Gordon Hearnsberger, 
Karen Taft; four faculty mem¬ 
bers, Mr. Washburn, Mr. 
Spears, Mr. Stanford, and Dean 
Pace; myself and Mr. Duncan. 
This committee Is open for stu¬ 
dent suggestions." 

Some of the real problems of 
the student book buying Is based 
on faculty book relations. 
“Right now we have terrific re¬ 
lations,” Mr. Carpenter stated. 
“But sometimes an Instructor 
changes his mind and you’re 
stuck with a book, but we’re 
sometimes caught with ten or 
fifteen.” 

IN SOME schools, books can 
not be changed for three years. 
Others have the ‘rental system.’ 
We don’t have that 

The 50% buy-back policy Is 
standard In bookstores. Paper¬ 
backs are usually not repurchas 
able. To get a 100% refund on 
a book in a dropped course 
within the first few days you 
must present a drop slip and a 
sales ticket 

“WE URGE the students to 
buy and sell among themselves. 
We’re not here to make a kill¬ 
ing, we’re here to serve you. 
This Is your University Cen¬ 
ter,” Mr. Carpenter said. 


In the near future the Uni¬ 
versity Center will begin an ex¬ 
pansion. The book room, pool 
room, and cafeteria will be en¬ 
larged. Several new rooms will 
be built Included In these are 
two new offices for “The Spirit” 
and “The Volette.”

Scholarship Donors Increase 


Academic scholarships 
here for the 1970-1971 acade¬ 
mic year have almost doubled 
in number since 1968-69, ac¬ 
cording to Bob Cole, direc¬ 
tor of development. 

SCHOLARSHIP donars have 
increased from 97 to 193 over 
the three-year period. The 
vlue of the gifts has risen from 
$22,708 to$56,405. Theaverage 
scholarship value of $234 has 
grown to $292. 

“This is quite a significant 
increase,” Mr. Cole said. 
“Growth during the last two 
years can be directly attributed 
to the efforts of the voluntary 


citizen’s group comprising the 
Development Committee. Es¬ 
tablished in 1969 with 15 mem¬ 
bers, it expanded in 1970 to 24 
members. 

“THE COMMITTEE raised 
$33,000 in scholarship money 
last year through the Pace¬ 
maker ’70 program and this 
year has begun plans for ad¬ 
ditional developments that will 
benefit U-T Martin,” he said. 

Mr. Cole explained that fig¬ 
ures concerning academic 
scholarships do not include gifts 
to endowments, athletics, and 
the scholarship assistance fund. 


SST List Low On Pollution 


T7ie radiation at 60 to 
65,000 feet where the SST 
will fly generally is about the 
same as it is in New York 
City at ground level. 

RADIATION DOSAGE is a 
product of level of dosage mul¬ 
tiplied by time of exposure. 
Therefore, the passengers on a 
2.5-hour transatlantic SST 
flight probably would absorb 
less radiation than the pas¬ 
senger would during a 6.75- 
hour flight on the jets of to¬ 
day. 

While defense spending in 
constant dollars has been re¬ 
duced by more than $17 bil¬ 


lion during the last three 
years, non-defense spending 
for federal programs has 
increased by more than $18 
billion in terms of constant 
purchasing power. 

There is no question that 
we must become more jeal¬ 
ous of maintaining and improv¬ 
ing our environment: but it 
seems to me that a cleaner 
world can best be achieved 
by advancing technology, 
rather than retreating 

from it.

“There are at least two 
FBI in-service training 
schools on this campus each 
year,” Assistant Director of 
Safety and Security Ted Coun¬ 
cil said. “This gives us at 
least two weeks a year of FBI 
training.”

These rec¬ 
ommendations will be made in 
its report.
